She Lives in Now Time 
Despite Her Ancestors

Naoini Agnew Lcavltt would 
be a big hit at a genealogy 
club meeting.

First, she could pique their 
interest by telling how her 
family had farmed the same 
land for five generations. Next, 
she could point to a weighty 
time or two and trace her an­ 
cestry back 300 years to Colo­ 
nial times.

Finally, she could send a rev­ 
erent hush over the room rat­ 
tling on about how the King 
of Kngland gave her grcat- 
great-great-great- (°) -grand­ 
father Ninian Beall a huge 
landgrant that includes much 
of present-day Maryland ami 
Georgetown; and how Bcall 
built the world-famous Dum­ 
barton Oaks estate on that 
landgrant. and how Btall's son 
George laid out and subdivid­ 
ed Georgetown building sump­ 
tuous homes for each of his 
sons, and how Mrs. John F 
Kennedy, Caroline, and John 
Jr lived in one of these homes 
after leaving the White House.

But Naomi Agnew Leavitt Is 
not the ancestor type She's 
too much here and now She's 
inclined to throw up her hands 
at the whole geneaology bit and 
confess she «ets one ancestor 
mixed up with another

However, Its not unlikely 
that Naomi Leavilt's descen­ 
dants will look back with pride 
on her contributions In the 
IS years Mrs. U-avitt has 
lived in Tunance, she's made 
it her businens to find out 
what's going on around town. 
She's not just on the list of the
Toiiame I.e.iKUe of Women
Voters, she's one of the "hard 
core" enthusiasts who really 
make the organization go, 
serving as public relations di­ 
rector this year. Just ask Na­ 
omi l<eavitt a question about 
Torrance city government. 
She'll probably answer the 
question you asked and sev­ 
eral you forgot to ask before 
she's through!

Mrs. I.eavitt's Interest in lo­ 
cal government paid off last 
June when city councilmen ap­ 
pointed her to the Library 
Commission. She's also active 
in Friends of the Library, and 
serves on both the Torrance 
Coordinating Council and the 
('rime and Delinquency In­ 
quiry Committee of Torrance. 
IT A boards have counted her

years.

A native nf Wellsburg, W 
Va , Mrs. Uavitt's interest in 
public affairs goes back to col­ 
lege days. She attended West 
Liberty State College and went 
on to earn h'*r degree 10 po­ 
litical science and business 
skills from Marshall Univer­ 
sity. After graduation the pe­ 
tite, blue-eyed scholar re­ 
turned to her tiny Ohio Rjver 
Valley hometown to leach at 
the high school she had at­ 
tended.

Naomi Agnew Uavitt will be 
the first to tell you that Cali­ 
fornia IN great. Hul somehow, 
life in the old hoinelimn has 
a different flavor, a different 
meaning. It offers a rooted 
stability that few native Call- 
formans have known.

For one thing, few western­ 
ers can claim their ancestors 
lived in the .same California 
town for five generations But 
back in WelLsuurg, five gen­ 
erations hardly raises an eye­ 
brow.

In the good old days, they 
built houMw to last And last 
they did. Both Mrs. LeaviH's 
mother's and father's family 
homes are still standing and 
occupied, and probably will Ix; 
wh.-n many a ticky-tacky 
aiK'rtment house has been 
ripp.'d down. These historic 
homes still have swells on the 
back porch, a vestige of the 
days when there was no in­ 
door plumbing, and a "spring 
house" in the back yard that's 
as good as any modern refrig­ 
erator for chilling food. A 
spring house, Mrs. U-avitt ex­ 
plains, is a structure built over

a natural Ice water spring
People are more Indepen­ 

dent in a set-up like that. Mrs. 
Ixwvitt muses They're more 
.self-sufficient. They could get 
by for months or years if out­ 
side sources of supply were cut 
off

Families and neighbors are 
also more closely knit to • 
town like Wellsburg. too. Mrs. 
Leavitt's husband Robert also 
halls from Wellsburg They've 
known each other all their 
lives.

Their three children ara 
more geared to the California 
scene, of course Daughter 
Jean, 22, is a UCLA graduate 
currently training in bacter­ 
iology at Santa Monica Hospi­ 
tal. Tom, 20, Is studying engi­ 
neering at UCLA, and Mark. 
12, is a sixth grader at Riv­ 
iera School.

The family left West Vir­ 
ginia when Mrs l/*uvitt's hus­ 
band was offered a job as an 
engineering design specialist 
with North American Rockwell 
in Downe).

The family circle couldn't 
be considered complete with­ 
out pet poodle Titla, who sets 
off her gray ringlets with a 
psychedelic collar. Mrs. LM* 
vitt notes that Titla celebrated 
her fifth birthday on St. Pat­ 
rick's Day by devouring an 
entire horse The I-cavltts ar­ 
rived at thin conclusion with 
pajx-r and pencil calculating 
the weight of a horse and then 
figuring TlUa's dally consump­ 
tion of horse meat over UM 
pant five years!
